This department also supplies free“ ortho- 
paedic” appliances to correct a3 far as possible 
injuries to the feet, legs and arms; also special 
boots, splints, braces, etc. - To those who need - 
them, it also gives free surgical appliances 
such as trusses, spectacles, spinal supports, 
glass eyes, abdominal supports. 


A Government factory has been established. at 
Yoronte to make artificial limbs.- Here standard 
patterns, embodying the best ideas known, are manu- 
factured, 


In this work expert advice is given by surgeons who 
have scen overseas service, and who are in constant 
touch with similar work in other countries. 


An experimental department is maintained for 
developing practical applications of new ideas, and 
for testing out all new appliances that become available ” 
in Canada or foreign countries. 


Repair parts for standard patterns are Kept in stock 
at fitting depots in the following centres: Halifax, 
Fredericton, St. John, ‘Montreal, Ottawa, Kingston, 
Hamilton, "Torbnto, Winnipeg, Regina, Moose Jaw, 
Saskatoon, Calgary, Edmonton, Vancouver, Victoria. 


At these depots there are experienced fitters who 
make repairs and adjustments under. the supervision 
of surgeons. They also fit to individual patients 
appliances received in the rough from the factory. 


These depots are so located that those requiring 
renewals, repairs or adjustments can get them free 
without travelling long distances. If there is’ no 
fitting depot in the patient’s town, he is instructed by 
the Department’s Medical Officer to travel to the 
nearest depot. He is furnished with free first class 
railway tickets, an allowance to cover meals and other 
expense, and ‘an allowance to apply against loss of 
time from his work. If he must remain there for: 
longer than a week he is maintained at the Depart- 
ment’s expense, and he and his dependents receive the 
same allowances as if he were in hospital. 


Artificial limbs, orthopaedic and surgical appliances 
are furnished free only when their issue is authorized 
by a Medical Officer of the Department. These frepre- 
sentatives are listed alongside. <

it at that price. 

Some time ago, the cqmmittee ap- 
\pointed by the Government to In- 
quire into the matter reported that 
the art of producing these carbonized 
driquettes had passed the laboratory 
stage; that no further Information 
could be obtained from laboratory 
methods, and that the producer must 
face the question, often a very, dif- 
ferent one, of working out the results 
obtained in the laboratory on a large 
commercial scale, in other words put- 
ting theories to a practical test. 

This is the great task which the 
Canadian Government hag now un- 
dertaken, and the matter is to be 
pushed forward with energy.. The 
Province of Saskatchewan, tho bal- 
ancing point for the fuel from the 
east and the west, has been chosen 
as the scene for the initial enterprise. 
After ‘full investigation has been 
made of all the makthines and-pro- 
cesses at present available, the 
board will construct, or contract for, 
a plant of commercial size adjacent 
to the great lignite mines of South- 
ern Saskatchewan, and will, at ihe 
earlleat possible moment, begin to 
distribute the output through the 
ordinary channels of trade. 

The whole question is, of course, 
very much a matter for the expert, 
but it cannot be doubted) by those 
who have given the matter any 
study, that a great future les before 
such an industry. If the board can 
foresee the possibility of retailing 
the new fuel to-day at $7 a ton, be- 
fore the great question of by- 
products has. been fully studie.l, 
there is every prospect that the price 
in the future, when this has been 
done, will tend to be redyced rather 
than increased, The enormous value 
of the by-products from the manu- 
facture ‘of coal gas is, of course, 
largely responsible for the comparh- 
tltely cheap rate at which coal gas 
may ‘be sold, when municipaily own- 
ed; and the same will, no doubt, ap: 
ply to the briquetting of Hgnite.

Soldiers Become Farmers _ a 








a 
1 FB: anticipated that a preat many solic ake have served with the 
Canadian, British or Allied forces may want to become farmers in Be 
Canada. The vital need to-day i is to increase production and the acreage 3 
: under cultivation. It is thus in Canada’s best interests to give these soldiers 
’ every assistance. TheiGovernment has therefore been developing a pro- 


gramme that includes the providing of land, the granting of loans and the 
training and supervision of those inexperienced in farming. 


The Present Plan. 


Under the -Soldier Settlement . Act, 
‘1917, an eligible returned soldier ‘is 
ontitled, in addition to -his ordinary 
homestead right, to a free grant of 
one quarter-section of Dominion Lands 
on homestead conditions. 

For this purpose the Givermnmenc: has 
suspended homestead entry by: others 
than soldiers on all remaining homestead 
lands in the Western provinces within 
fifteen miles of railway transportation, 
pending enquiry into their suitability. 

As soon as a soldier gocs on the 
land, the Board has power to grant 
him a loan up to the maximum of 
$2,500. 

This loan is granted ta settlers to help 
them acquire land fur farming, discharge 
incumbrances, undertake improvements, 
erect buildings and secure necessary live- 
stock, machinery and equipment. 

It is not given as an actual advance of 
cash, but in the form of payment for 
expenditures. In this way the settlers’ 
transactions are carefully supervised. 

The loan is made at the iow interest 
rate of five per cent, It is to be repaid in 

. twenty annual instalments. ‘The first 
two payments may be ceferred b’ the 
Board when desirable. 


The New Proposal.

The Government have found it neces- 
sary to broaden these original plans for 
the following reasons: 


(a) It has been found that only a 
‘limited amount of suitable homestead 
land is available for soldier settlement. 


(b) Some Crown lands are held by the 
Provinces. ~ 

(c) Homesteading may not suit all the 
returned soldiers, 


It is now proposed that the Provincial 
Governments co-operate with the Sol- 
dier Settlement Board in acquiring suit- 
able lands at present held uncultivated 
by private owners. The Dominion Gov- 
ernment has announced its intention of 
introducing necessary legislation along 
these lines at the opening of the next 
Session. 


The lands so bought will be re-sold to 
the soldier at cost price. It is suggested 
that the purchaser be required to make 

) a cash Pyinent of one-tenth of the pur- 
chase price. The balance will be payable 
in equal annual instalments extended 
over twenty ycars or longer. 


The amount of the land purchased by 
this plan, if it is approved by Parliament, 
will be limited in value to $5,000. Interest 
will be charged at a low rate of five 
per cent.

Annual Report Shows Production on 
House of Refage Farm. 





The House of Refuge report to the 
county council by Mr. Thos. Lay- 
cock, chatrman, showed fifteen 
deaths for the year 1918—11 men 
and 4 women. The average age at 
death was 76 years, as against 77 
for 1917. In the past year there 
were fourteen commitments, 8 men 
and 6 women. Nine were discharged 


“from the refuge,"and ‘two absconded 


—Wesley Woodcock, of Tweed and 
Thomas McLean, of Tudor and 
Cashel. The blind in the refuge 
total five; there are four mutes; 
the inmates numbered 75 on Dec. 
31st, 44 men and 31 women, the 
average for the year being. 80. In 
1917 the average number of In- 
mates was 96. The ages of inmates 
run from 27 to 96 years. During 
1918 the visitors totalled 1042 as 
against 1242 in 1917.

When President Wilson asked 
Congress for a declaration of a state 
of war against Germany, he promis- 
ed the. abrogation of. secret treaties 
made by the. Allied nations with 
which this natfon was to associate 
in the war. The failure of the Gor- 
ernment of Russia to continue in the 
war with tho Allies annulled one of 
the main treaties and called for a 
new deal all around. 


Notwithstanding what has been 
taking place publicly, the assertion 
{fs made in high quarters that 
France,’ Great Britain and Italy are 
still working under an agreement 
originally entered into in the early 
days of Italy’s participation in the 
war. 

This brings us to’ the league of 
nations, the principal of which has 
been adopted at the Paris congress. 

Acting under the league idea, we 
are told that Internationalization is 
going to checkmate secret agree- 
ments, and several of the powers 
have gladly availed themselves of 
the Wilson panacea for future wars 
to escape their former obligations.

JACK CAFFERY, FAMOUS RUNNER, PASSES AWAY 


HAMILTON, Feb. 18—Jack Caffery, famous ‘long distance 
runner died at his home here early yesterday morning. Caffery 
was stricen with Spanish influenza during the recent’ epidemic 
here and had fought gamely for his life ever since. 

When at his best Caffery had no superiors in the Mara- 
thon game. He first attracted notice in 1898 when he hung up 
a record of 1.54.05 for the Herald road race, a distance of ten 
miles, 168 yards. 

The following year he finished second to Billy Sherring, 
who shattered the mark made the previous year. In 1900 Caf- 
fery came back and led Sherring home, at the same time es- 
tablishing another new mark of 1.51.52. This stood until 1914, 
when Mellor completed the distance in 1.48.43. The late Jimmy 
Duffy, who was killed in action during the war, beat Mellor’s 
mark in 1912. Caffery also won the Boston Marathon twice, and 
fora long time held the record for the 25 mile grind.

CNION STOCK YARDS, | 

TORONTO, Feb. 18. — With rej 
ceipts of about 4500 head of cattle 
on the Union Stock Yards Exchange 
yesterday, owing to the bad reports 
from Buffalo and other American live 
wiock centres, all classes of cattle 
were considerably lower, the decline 
running al) the way from 50c¢ to 75¢ 
per cwt. The biggest decline was 
shown In the medium butchers. 
Choice butcher cows ‘were wanted 
and held about steady. 

With receipts of between 800 and 
900 sheep and lambs, choice lambe 
sold from 15¢ to age: medium, l4e 
to'14%c; sheep, 9c to 10¢;, choice

Oil on Water at Brooklyn Ignites,/the war with Spain, and now is pri-. ta 


New York, Feb, 25.—Oil on the 
waters of Erie Basin In Brooklyn 
caused a fire which spread to a dry
